ARTICLE  I.  •  » 

The  Lodge,  Its  Name,  Warrant  and 
'  Meetings. 

Name  of  The  Lodge 

I.  This  Lodge  shall  be  known  by  the 
name  of  Drinkwater  Lodge,  No.  41 
G.  R.  S.,  Ancient  Free  and  Accepted 
Masons,  -  ■■      •  , 

The  Warrant  of  the  Lodge 

2v  The  Warrant  ^ of  this  Lodge  is  a 
Charter  granted  on  the  17th  day  of 
June  A.D.,  1909;  A.L.,  5909  by  theM.W. 
Grand  Lodge  of  Saskatchewan,  to  whose 
Constitutional  rules  and  edicts  the  most 
■implicit  respect  and  obedience  will  ever 
be  riaid  by  i^s, members. 


Meetings  of  The  Lodge 

3.  The  regular  Mtetings  of  this  Lodge 
shall  be  held  on  the  Thursday  on 
or  before  the  full  of  the  moon  in  each 
month,  and  on  the  Festival  of  St. 
John  the  Baptist  and  St.  John  the 
Evangelist  at  such  an  hour  as  the 
Worshipful  Master  may  direct.  If  this 
Festival  occurs  on  Sunday,  then  on  the 
Monday  following. 

4  The  order  of  business  at  every  reg. 
ular  meeting  shall  be  as  follows,  subject 
however,  to  be  changed  at  any  time  by 
the  W.  M.,  or  temporarily  dispensed 
with  at  the  discretion  of  the  Lodge: 

1st.  Reading  minutes  of  last  regular 

and  all  intervening  meetings. 
2nd.  Reports  of  committees. 
3rd.  Balloting, 
4th.  Reception  of  petitions. 
5th.  Accounts. 
6th.  Communications. 
7th.  Unfinished  business, 
8th.  New  business 
9th.  Conferring  degrees. 

5.  No  new  business  shall  be  entered 
upon  after  10  o'clock  p.m.  All  business 
of  this  Lodge  must  originate  at  regular 
meetings.  All  balloting  on  petitions  for 
initation  or  membership,  and  all  appro- 
priations of  the  funds  of  the  Lodge, 
must  be  done  at  regular  meetings,  ex- 
cept as  provided  in  the  Constitution. 

6.  No  regular  meeting  can  be  called 
off  beyond  the  day  and  night  in  which 
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it  was  opened,  and  the  Lod^.e  must  be 
regularly  closed  before  the  brethren 
disperse. 

7*.  Degrees  may  be  conferred  at  emer- 
gent meetings,  provided  that  the  candi- 
dates have  been  duly  elected  at  regular 
meetings,  or  in  case  of  emergency  as 
provided  by  the  Constitution. 

8.  Emergent  meetings  may  be  held  at 
any  time  at  the  discretion  of  the  Wor- 
shipful Master,  by  giving  due  notice  to 
the  members,  for  su(  h  purposes  as  may 
be  specified  in  the  notice,  and  are  not 
incpmpatable  with  the  laws  and  usages 
of  Masonry.  All  meetings  of  this  Lodge 
shall  be  held  in  the  town  of  Drinkwater 
unless  for  funeral  or  festival  purposes. 

9.  A  book  shall  be  placed  in  the  ante- 
room, in  which,  previously  to  entering 
the  Lodge,  every  member  and  visitor 
shall  enter  his  name  and  rank,  and  in 
'the  case  of  visiting  brethren  the  name 
and  number  of  the  Lodge  from  which 
they  hail, 

10.  In  order  to  secure  that  reg  larity 
•and  decorum  so  highly  m  cessr  ry  for 
the  benefit  and  governmeit  f  the 
Lodge, it  is  necessary  that  th  e  mejnbers, 
but  more  especially  the  Of.tcen,  shall 
attend  punctually  at  the  hoi  r  named  in 
the  notice  calling  the  comm  .  ni(  tion. 

U.  No  meetings  of  this  Ledge,  either 
^regular  or  emergent,  can  be  held  unless 
.the  Charter  is  in  possession  of  th? 
Lodge. 
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ARTICLE  II. 

Officers 

19.  The  officers  of  this  Lodge  shall 

consist  of: 

1st.  The  Worshipful  Master- 

2nd.  The  Senior  Warden. 

3rd.  The  Junior  Warden. 

4th.  The  Treasurer. 

5th.  The  Secretary. 

6th.  The  Chaplain. 

7th.  The  Senior  Deacon, 

8th.  The  Junior  Deacon. 

9th.  The  Director  of  Ceremonies^ 
10th.  The  Senior  Steward. 
11th.  The  Junior  Steward. 
12th.  The  Organist. 
13th.  The  Inner  Guard. 
14th.  The  Tyler. 

Election  of  Officers 

13.  The  election  of  officers  shall  be 
held  at  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Lodge 
preceding  the  Festival  of  St.  John  the 

Evangelist. 

14.  The  elective  officers  shall  be  a 
Worshipful  Master,  Senior  Warden,  Ju- 
nior Warden,  Treasurer,  Secretary,  and 
by  open  vote,  a  Tyler.  A  majority  of 
the  whole  number  of  votes  cast  shall  be 
necessary  to  a  choice. 

15.  At  the  regular  meeting  immedia- 
tely preceeding  the  Festival  of  St.  John 
the  Evangelist  and  after  the  regular 
business  of  the  Lodge,  except  workt  is. 
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transacted,  the  Worshipful  Master  shall 
order  the  Lodge  to  prepare  for  the  elec- 
tion of  officers. 

The  Secretary  shall  then  call  over  the 
roll  of  all  the  members  of  the  Lodge, 
'(Master  Masons)  entitled  to  vote,  begin- 
ning with  the  Worshipful  Master,  and 
as  each  brother's  name  is  mentioned  he 
shall  approach  the  box  and  deposit  a 
written  ballot, 

16,  When  all  the  votes  are  collected 
they  shall  be  delivered  to  the  scruti- 
neers appointed  by  the  Worshipful  Mas- 
ter, who  shall  after  they  have  carefully 
ascertained  the  state  of  the  vote,  report 
to  the  W,  M,,  who  shall  then  proclaim 
the  officer  elected. 

17,  The  W.  M.  shall,  after  his  instal- 
lation appoint  the  Chaplain,  Senior  and 
Junior  Deacons,  Director  of  Ceremonies, 
Orgaaist,  Stewards  and  Inner  Guard, 
who  shall  then  be  installed. 

18,  No  person  not  a  member  of  the 
Lodge  shall  be  eligible  for  election  or 
appointment  to  any  office  therein,  ex- 
cept that  of  Organist  or  Tyler. 

19,  No  member  present  and  entitled 
to  vote  shall  be  excused  from  that  duty, 
save  by  permission  of  the  W.  M.  grant- 
ed for  good  and  sufficient  reasons  pre- 
sented. 

Installation  of  Officers 

20,  The  installation  officers  of  the 
Lodge  shall  be  held  on  the  festival 
<of  St.  John  the  Evangelist  (and  if  the 
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festival  shall  occur  on  Sunday,  then  on 
the  following  day,)  at  such  hour  as  the 
W.  M.  shall  appoint,  of  which  the  mem- 
bers shall  be  notified. 

21.  '_'  he  elective  officers  must  be  in- 
stalled in  person;  any  appointed  officer 
not  be:ng  present  may  be  installed  by 
proxy.  An  officer  re-elected  to  the  office, 
in  which  he  has  just  served  one  or  more 
terms,  need  nor.  be  re-installed  therein. 

22.  Kach  officer  duly  elected  or  ap- 
pointed and  installed,  shall  hold  office 
until  his  successor  is  duly  elected  or 
appoin  ted  and  installed. 

Duties  of  Officers 

23.  The  W.orshipful  Master:  In  addition 
to  those  duties  prescribed  by  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  Grand  Lodge,  also  those 
which  appertain  to  every  individual 
Masoi.,  as  well  as  those  which  are  pure- 
ly traditional  nnd  therefore  unwritten, 
the  duties  of  the  Worshipful  Master  are: 
To  preserve  the  Charter  of  the  Lodge 
with  unfailing  care,  and  to  deliver  it 
to  his  successor  in  office.  To  claim  of 
the  other  officers  at  any  time  advice  and 
assistance  on  any  business  relative  to 
the  Craft.  To  represent  the  Lodge,  in 
conjunction  with  the  Senior,  and  Junior 
Wardens,  at  all  the  communications  of 
the  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Saskatche- 
wan. To  sign  all  orders  upon  the  Treas- 
urer, but  not  without  the  consent  of 
the  Lodge.  To  appoint  all  committees 
except  as  otherwise  provided.  To  see 
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that  all  unmajgonic  conduct  that  comes 
to  his  knowledge  be  faithfully  dealt 
with,  according  to  the  constitution  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  and  the  By-Laws  of 
the  Lodge.  To  preside  at  the  burial  ser- 
vice of  deceased  Master  Masons.  To  fill 
vacancies  by  pro-tem  appointments.  To 
convene  the  Lodge  by  emergent  meet- 
ings whenever  there  shall  appear  to  him 
good  reasons  therefor,  seven  clear  days' 
notice  to  be  given  to  the  members,  ex- 
cept in  case  of  funeral  emergents.  To 
see  that  his  successor  in  office  is  proper- 
ly installed.  To  see  that  worthy  broth- 
ers, visitors  from  other  lodges,  have 
courteous  attention  and  welcome  to  this 
Lodge.  To  give,  in  addition  to  his  pro- 
per vote,  the  casting  vote  at  any  time  in 
the  event  of  a  tie.  To  decide  all  ques- 
tions of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal  to 
the  Grand  Lodge. 

24.  The  Senior  and  Junior  Wardens:  The 
Wardens  shall  assist  the  W.  M.  in  the 
discharge  of  his  duties,  and  in  his  ab- 
sence the  Senior  Warden  or  in  his  ab- 
sence the  Junior  Warden  shall  rule  the 
Lodge,  but  not  confer  degrees.  The 
Wardens  may  invite  a  Past  Master  to 
officiate  as  Master.  It  shall  also  be  the 
duty  of  the  Junior  Warden  to  take  cog- 
nizance of  all  complaints  made  by  breth- 
ren of  unmasonic  conduct  and  irregu- 
larity in  members,  and  bring  the  same 
before  the  Lodge  if  in  his  opinion  nec- 
essary. Provided  this  shall  not  be  a  bar 
to  any  brother  bringing  his  comolaint 
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direct ly  before  t he  Lodge  :  on :  the  ne-  • 
gleet  or  refusal  of  the  Junior  Warden.  1 

25.  The Treasurer:  The -'Treasurer  shall? 
have  in  .charge  the  funds  of  the  "Lodge 
and  shall  deposit  the  same  in  a  chart- 
ered bank  (to  be  designated  by  the 
Lodge)  to  the  credit  of  the  Lodge, 
and  shall  discharge  all  orders  i  which 
have  been  duly  signed  by  *the<  W.  M- 
and  the  Secretary,  by  cheque  coun- 
tersigned by  the  W.  M.  He  shall  keep 
regular  and  accurate  accounts  of  all 
monies  received  and  paid  by  hi»m.x>n  ac- 
count of  the  Lodge,  so  as  to  exhibit  the? 
amount  of  cash  in  his  possession,  which 
accounts  shall  be  produced  at  any 
meeting  of  the  Lodge  for  inspection,  at 
the  request  of  the  W.  M.  or  the  Lodge. 
He  shall  make  an  annual  report  in  de-( 
tail  to  the  Lodge  at  the  regular  meeting) 
succeeding  the  Festival  of  St.  John  the 
Evangelist  or  oftener  if  required  by  the 
W.  M.  or  the  Lodge,  and  shall  immedi- 
ately transfer  the  balance  in  favor  of 
the  Lodge,  and  all  books  in  his  possess- 
ion to  his  successor  in  office  upon  his 
successor's  installation.  He  shall  deliv- 
er up  all  books,  papers  and  funds  when 
directed  to  do  so  by  the  W.  M.  or  the 
Lodge. 

26.  r  The  Secretary:  In  addition  to  those 
duties  which  are  prescribed  by  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  du- 
ties of  the  Secretary  are:  To  observe  the 
Worshipful  Master's  will  ^nd  pleasure. 
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To  issue  all  notices  of  meetings.  To  at- 
tend upon  trials  and  meetings  for  tak- 
ing evidence.  To  furnish  copies  of  all 
evidence  taken  on  trials  where  an  ap- 
peal to  the  Grand  Lodge  is  demanded. 
To  furnish  dimits,  etc.,  duly  signed  and 
sealed  by  order  of  the  Lodge.  To  notify 
the  subordinate  Lodges  in  the  District, 
and  the  Grand  Secretary  promptly  of 
all  suspensions  and  rejections  by  the 
Lodge.  To  prepare  a  balance  sheet  of 
all  accounts  of  the  members,  and  a  roll 
qf  all  who  are  entitled  to  vote;  like- 
wise annually,  an  official  statement  of 
his  own  account  with  the  Lodge.  The 
Secretary  shall  promptly  deliver  to  his 
successor  in  office  all  the  books,  papers, 
voucheis,  etc.,  in  his  possession  having 
any  reference  to  the  business  of  his  off- 
ice. All  petitions  and  documents  of 
every  character  handed  to  the  Secretary 
on  the  business  of  the  Lodge  shall5  be 
filed  for  preservation,  and  kept  in^some 
safe  and  Secure  place,  and  delivered  up 
to  the  Lod^e  * according  to  the  evident 
intention  of  these  By-La  ws-  For  the  sat- 
isfactory; discharge  of  his  duties  he  shall 
be  exempt  froin  dues  .and;  shall  receive 
such  remuneration  ?as  the :  Lodge  shall 
by  vote  determine, 

27.  The  Treasurer  and  Secretary  shall 
if  required  by  the  Lodge,  execute  a 
good  and  sufficient  bond  to  the  Worship-  \ 
ful  Master  for  the  faithful  performance 
of  their  duties. 
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28.  The  Deacons:  The  deacons  shall 
attend  the  Worshipful  Master  and  his 
Wardens  in  opening  the  Lodge  and  in 
the  ceremonies  of  conferring  the  sever- 
al degrees  upon  candidates,  and  other- 
wise as  the  Worshipful  Master  and  his 
Wardens  may  direct. 

29.  Director  of  Ceremonies:  The  Director 
of  Ceremonies  shall  see  that  the  Lodge 
is  properly  prepared,  and  that  all  breth- 
ren appear  in  the  Lodge  in  the  cloth 
ing  prescribed  in  the  Constitution,  and 
to  the  best  of  his  ability  see  that  every 
brother  is  placed  according  to  his  sta- 
tion. He  shall  have  the  direction  of 
processions  on  all  public  occassions. 

30.  The  Organist:  The  Organist  shall 
attend  all  meetings  of  the  Lodge,  and 
perform  the  duties  naturally  appertain- 
ing to  his  office,  subject  to  the  orders 
of  the  Worshipful  Master.  For  the  sat- 
isfactory discharge  of  his  duties  he 
shall  receive  such  remuneration  as  the 
Lodge  shall  by  vote  determine. 

31.  The  Tyler:  The  Tyler  shall  attend 
all  the  meetings  of  the  Lodge,  and  tyle 
the  door  subject  to  the  orders  of  the 
Worshipful  Master.  For  the  satisfacto- 
ry performonce  of  which  service  he 
shall  be  exempt  from  dues  and  shall 

receive  the  sum   of   for  each 

meeting  at  which  he  performs  his  duties. 

32.  All  other  officers  shall  perform 
such  duties  as  may  be  directed  by  the 
Worshipful  Master  and  the  Wardens 
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not  conflicting  with  these  By-Laws,  the 
laws  and  regulations  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  and  the  usages  and  general  regu- 
lations of  Masonry. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Committees  and  Auditors. 

33.  There  shall  be  two  Standing  Com- 
mitties  of  the  Lodge,  viz:  a  Committee 
on  Charity  and  a  Committee  on  Finance. 

Committee  on  Charity. 

34.  The  Committee  on  Charity  shall 
consist  of  the  Worshipful  Master  and 
the  Wardens. 

33.  The  duties  of  the  Committee  on 
Charity  shall  be  to  dispense  the  benev- 
olence of  the  lodge  so  as  to  relieve 
human  distress  in  the  most  speedy  and 
practicable  manner. 

36.  The  Committee  on  Charity  shall 
have  power  to  draw  upon  the  Treasurer 
through  its  chairman  the  W.  M.,  for  a 
sum  not  excfeding  $20.00  dollars  at 
a  draft,  to  be  bestowed  upon  a  distressed 
worthy  Master  Mason,  his  wife,  widow 
or  orphaned  child,  or  upon  any  other 
distressed  worthy  applicant  for  aid. 

37.  The  Committee  on  Charity  may, 
at  the  discretion  of  the  Lodge,  be  dis- 
pensed with  in  a  city  or  town  where 
there  is  a  Masonic  Board  of  Relief. 
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Committee  on  finantre. 

38.  The  Committee  on  Finance  shalL 
consist  of  three  members  Master  Masons;! 
to  be  appointed  by  the  Worshipful  Mas- 
ter on  the  day  of  his  installation,  or 
not  later  than  the  next  regular  meeting. 

39.  The  duties  of  the  Committee  on 
Finance  shall  be  to  examine  the  books, 
vouchers,  etc.  ,  of  the  Treasurer  and  Sec- 
retary from  time  to  time  and  to  make  a' 
detailed  report  in  writing  on  t^ie 

ing  following  the  installation^  officers. 
Likewise  to  examine  and  aifdit  all  bills, 
accounts  and  claims  that  may  be  pre- 
sented to  the  Lodge  for  payment,  and  re- 
port upon  the  same  in  writing. 

Auditors. 

40.  The  Worshipful  Master  shall,  on 
the  day  of  his  installation,  appoint  two 
brethren  a  committee,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to;  audit  the  books  and  accounts 
of  the  Treasurer  and  Secretary,  and  re- 
port thereon' at  the^next  regular  meet- 
ing.,  •;-„/      >;  ..  ttU     j  V  v,  ,. 

Special  Committees.  -  >   <  . 

41  ■  Special  Committees  shall  be  Jap- 
pointed  upon  all  applications  for  initi- 
ation and  membership,  and  'upon  other 
items  of  business  at  the  ' discretion1  <Of*the 
lodge.  ■'  b  >t; 

42.  Special  Committees;  except  such 
as  are  provided  for  in  the  Constitution 
of  the  Grand  Lodge,  shall  consist  of,  as 
many  members  as  the  Lodge  may  in  its 
discretion  decide. 
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43.  Special  Committees  upon  applica- 
tions for  initiation  or  membership  shall 
report  at  the  regular  meeting  one  month 
subsequent  to  their  appointment,  unless 
for  satisfactory  reasons  given,  the  Lodge 
should  extend  the  time  for  making  such 
report.  All  other  special  committees 
shall  report  at  the  next  regular  meeting 
subsequent  to  their  appointment. 

44.  All  reports  of  committees  shall 
be  in  writing,  unless  otherwise  ordered 
by  the  lodge. 

45.  All  committees,  whether  standing 
or  special,  (except  the  Committee  on 
Charity)  may  be  appointed  by  the  Wor- 
shipful Master,  and  all  committees  shall 
be  composed  of  Master  Masons. 

ARTICLE  IV, 

Membership—Fees  and  Dues. 

46.  Petitions  for  Initiation:  A  petition  for 
initiation  shall  be  made  in  accordance 
with  the  forms  prescribed  by  the  Con- 
stitution and  must  be  accompanied  by 
one  half  of  the  fee  for  the  three  de- 
grees. 

47.  Should  the  petitioner  be  rejected, 
the  deposit  fee  shall  be  returned  to  him; 
and  should  he  be  accepted  and  fail  to 
come  forward  for  initiation  within  six 
months,  his  fee  shall  be  declared  for- 
feited and  the  whole  proceedings  in  his 
case  null  and  void,  unless  reasons  satis- 
factory to  the  Lodge  be  given  for  such 
non-attendance 
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48.  Petitions  for  Affiliation:  Petitions  for 
affiliation  with  the  Lodge  shall  be  made 
in  accordance  with  the  form  prescribed 
by  the  Constitution,  and  must  be  accom- 
panied by  a  deposit  equivalent  to  one 
year's  dues  and  be  considered  as  such, 
which  deposit  in  case  of  rejection  shall 
be  returned  to  the  petitioner. 

49.  Each  petition  when  so  presented., 
shall  be  referred  to  a  committee  of  the 
lodge,  as  required  by  the  Constitution 
of  the  Grand  Lodge,  who  shall  diligent- 
ly enquire  into  the  character  and  quali- 
fications of  the  petitioner,  and  make 
such  a  written  report  thereon  as  they 
may  deem  proper  at  the  next  regular 
meeting  thereafter,,  if  expedient. 

50.  Life  Membership:  Any  member  who* 
has  paid  all  dues  that  may  have  ac- 
crued against  him  during  his  member- 
ship may  become  a  life  member  on  pay- 
ment of  a  fee  as  follows. 

Over  twenty  years  continuous  mem- 
bership, $5.00 

Over  fifteen  years  continuous  mem- 
bership and  under  twenty,  $10.00 

Over  ten  years  contiuuous  member- 
ship and  under  fifteen,  $20.00 

51 .  A  life  member  shall  be  exempt 
from  annual  dues,  and  shall  be  entitled: 
to  a  certificate  of  life  membersihp  a^ 
provided  in  the  Constitution. 
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52.  All  petitions  for  life  membership 
shall  be  made  in  writing  at  a  regular 
meeting,  accompanied  by  the  proper  fee. 

53.  Honorary  Membership.  No  brother 
shall  become  an  .  honorary  member  of 
this  Lod^e ..until,  he  has  been  regularly 
proposed  and  seconded  at  one  regular 
meeting,  and  his  name  been  inserted  in 
the  notices  for  the  next  regular  meeting 
at  wjhieh  he  mugt  <,be  electe_d  by  a 
two-third  vote. 

54.  Balloting.  No  persoii  shall  be  initi- 
ated in  or  become  a  member  of  this 

lodge  if,  on  the  ballot  being  taken  

black  ball  shall  be  found  against  him. 

55.  Fees.  The  fees  for  the  three  de- 
grees shall  be  #35,  which  amount  shall 
include  fees  for  Grand  Lodge  registra- 
tion, a  Grand  Lodge  certificate,  a  copy 
of  the  Constitution,  a*  copy  -of  the  By- 
Laws  of  the  Lodge  and  an  apron. 

56.  For  a  brother  who  has  been  initi-' 
ated  or  initiated  and  passed,  in  some! 
other  regular  lodge,  and  who  desires  to 
be  passed  and  raised,  or  raised  in  this: 
Lodge,  for  each  degree  so  conferred, 
1 10.00  payable  in  advance.  This  is  not, 
however,  intended  to  prevent  the  Lodge 
ffdrn'confef ring  decrees  cm  a  brother 
free  bfjcharge  at  the  request  of  the  Lodge 
in  which  he  was  initiated. 

57.  For  a  lodge  of  emergency  called 
at  the  request  and  for  the  accommoda- 
tion of  a  candidate  for  any  one  of  the. 
degrees  in  addition  to  all  other  fees  $$ 
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58,  Dues.  The  annual  dues  of  each 
member  (except  the  Secretary,  and  Ty- 
ler who  shall  be  exempt)  shall  be  $5.00 
which  shall  accrue  from  date  of  initia 
tion  or  election  as  a  member  by  affilia- 
tion, and  shall  be  payable  half  yearly 
on  or  before  the  24th  of  June,  and  the 
27th  of  December. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Suspension  for  Non-Payment  of  Dues 

5^.  In  case  the  dues  of  a  member  re- 
main unpaid  for  twelve  months  after 
the  expiration  of  the  Masonic  half  year 
in  which  the  same  became  due,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Lodge 
to  read  out  the  name  of  such  member 
in  default,  after  which  a  special  sum- 
mons to  appear  at  the  next  regular 
meeting  of  the  Lodge  and  show  cause 
why  he  should  not  be  suspended,  to- 
gether with  a  statement  of  the  amount 
of  dues  remaining  unpaid  shall  be  sent 
to  such  member;  such  summons  shall 
be  deemed  duly  served  if  mailed  to  him 
registered,  or  delivered  to  the  last 
known  address  of  such  member.  Should 
the  brother  in  default  fail  to  appear  at 
the  appointed  time,  or  appearing,  fail 
to  pay  his  dues  or  fail  to  give  the  Lodge 
a  satisfactory  reason  for  his  delinquen- 
cy, and  procures,  to  be  granted  by  vote 
of  the  Lodge,  a  further  specified  time 
for  such  payment,  then  the  Worshipful 
Master  shall  formally  declare  him  sus- 
pended from  the  privileges  of  Masonry; 
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but  payment  of  dues  at  the  appointed 
time,  or  such  other  specified  time  shall 
discontinue  further  proceedings. 

60.  If  within  one  year  from  the  date 
of  suspension,  the  delinquent  brother 
shall  pay  the  amount  due  at  the  date  of 
suspension,  the  Master  shall,  without  a 
vote  of  the  Lodge,  declare  him  reinstat- 
ed, which  fact  shall  be  entered  upon 
the  records  and  entitle  him  to  full  mem- 
bership in  the  Lodge. 

61.  If  such  payment  is  not  made  with- 
in one  year  from  the  date  of  suspension, 
he  can  only  be  reinstated  by  a  majority 
vote  of  the  Lodge  upon  a  petition  there- 
for. The  petition  must  be  presented  at  a 
regular  meeting  of  the  Lodge,  and  must 
not  be  acted  upon  before  the  next  regu- 
lar meeting  thereafter,  notice  of  such 
petition  having  been  inserted  in  the 
notice  calling  such  meeting.  On  peti- 
tion there  need  be  no  recommendation 
nor  committee  of  investigation  appoint- 
ed. 

62.  If  such  dues  are  paid  with  a  view 
to  restoration,  and  restoration  is  refused 
by  a  vote  of  the  Lodge,  the  money  so 
paid  shall  be  refunded, 

63.  All  petitions  for  restoration  must 
be  accompanied  by  amount  of  dues  in 
arrears  at  date  of  suspension,  or  such 
other  sum  as  the  Lodge  by  resolution 
decides  to  accept. 

64.  A  Mason  under  suspension  is  not 
entitled  to  receive  Masonic  charity  or 
Masonic  buriaL 
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65.  No  Lodge  dues  shall  accrue  against 
a  Mason  during  his  term  of  suspension. 

66.  Any  member  one  year  in  arrears 
for  dues,  shall  have  no;right  to  vote  or 
rhold  office  in  this  Lodge. 

1  67.  The  amount  of  each  member's 
'dues  to  the  end  of •  ■  <the  current  year 
shall  be  inserted  in  the  notices  of  -reg- 
ular meetings  at  least  once  in  every 
two  months.  • 

,  ARTICLE  VI. 

Property. 

68.  All  properiy  of  any  kind  belong- 
ing to  the  Lodge  when  not  incorporated, 
shall  be  vested  in  the  Master  and  Ward- 
ens for  the  time  being,  who  shall  per- 
sonally inspect  the  same  before  their 
.installation  and  at  fiequenjt  intervals 
during  their  term  ofofficc.    j     .  .,  .., 

69.  The  Worshipful  Master  snr&ii  see 
that  a  correct  jnventony  of  the  property 
of  the  Ledge  is  kept  in  a  book  provided 
tor  Jthat  purpose,  and  that  the  Lodge,  is 
fully '  protected  by  insurance  against 
fire. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Withdrawals. 

70.  Any  member  in  good  standing  and 
whose  dnes  are  paid,  may  withdraw 
from  the  Lodge  at  anytime  by  making 
written  application  at  a=  regular  meeBng 
,and  he  shall  receive  a  dimit  as  provid- 
ed in  the  Constitution. 
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ARTICLE  VIIL 

Alteration  of  By-Laws. 

7L  Any  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
or  edict  of  the  Grand  Master  which  may 
conflict  with  any  part  of  these  By-Laws, 
shall  have  the  effect  of  an  amendment 
without  any  action  on  the  part  of  the 
Lodge. 

72.  These  By-Laws  or  any  part  there- 
of may  be  amended  or  repealed,  or 
others  substituted  in  their  stead,  by  a 
notice  of  motion  given  at  a  regular 
meeting,  which  shall  be  entered  on  the 
minutes,  and  inserted  in  the  notices  for 
the  next  regular  meeting  when  the  pic- 
posed  alteration  shall  come  before  the 
Lodge  for  discussion.  The  assent  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  present  shall  be 
necessary  for  the  adoption  of  such 
amendment,  repeal  or  alteration,  which 
must  then  be  submitted  to  the  Grand 
Master  for  his  approval  before  it  be- 
comes a  law. 

ARTICLE  IX 

Signing  By-Laws. 

73.  These  By-Laws  when  fairly  writ- 
ten in  a  book  shall  be  signed  by  the  W. 
M.  and  Secretary,  and  shall  have  the 
seal  of  the  Lodge  affixed,  Each  brother 
is  required  to  sign  them  at  the  time  of 
his  initiation  as  a  declaration  of  submis- 
sion thereto,  and  one  copy  shall  be 
delivered  to  each  member  free  of  charge. 
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ARTICLE  X. 

Rules  of  the  Order 

74.  No  motion  shall  be  open  for  dis- 
cussion until  stated  to  the  Lodge  by  the 
W.M.  All  motions  shall  be  decided  by 
a  majority  of  votes  unless  otherwise 
provided.  The  votes  of  the  members 
are  given  by  each  holding  out  his  right 
hand,  and  shall  be  counted  by  the  W. 
M.  and  Deacons,  unless  the  numbers 
should  be  so  unequal  as  to  render  count- 
ing unnecessary. 

75.  Every  brother,  when  speakings 
shall  address  himself  to  the  W.  M.,  and 
no  brother  shall  speak  more  than  twice 
on  the  same  question,  unless  in  expla- 
nation, or  the  mover  in  reply.  No  visit- 
or shall  speak  to  any  question  without 
leave  of  the  W.  M..  nor  shall  he  on  any 
occasion  be  allowed  to  vote;  during  his 
continuance  in  the  Lodge  he  shall  be 
subject  to  its  By-Laws. 

76.  On  a  point  of  order  being  raised 
while  a  brother  is  speaking  or  when 
called  to  order  by  the  W-  M.,  he  shall 
at  once  take  his.  seat,  when  the  point  of 
order  shall  be  stated  by  the  brother  ob- 
jecting, the  W.  M.  shall  decide  thereon 
without  debate  after  which  the  brother 
may  proceed.  No  amendment  to  a  mo- 
tion shall  be  in  order  after  an  amend- 
ment to  an  amendment. 

77.  All  notices  of  motion  shall  be  in 
writing,  and  the  Secretary  may  require 
any  motion  to  be  made  in  writing.. 
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78:  No  member-  or  visiting  brother 
shall  disclose  or  make  known  by  any 
means  whatsoever  out  of  this  Lodge, any 
of  the  proceedings,  or  any  of  the  decis- 
ions or  business,  of  any  kind  transacted 
within  the  lodge,  io  anyone  not  a  Ma- 
son, or  no  member  of  visitor  shall  pre- 
sume in  ope,n  lodge,  either  at  labor  or 
refreshment,  to  make  use  of  any  profane, 
irreverent  or  improper  expressions  or 
sentiments,  or  to  introduce  any  conver- 
sation or  remarks  tending  to  cause  a 
difference  o|  opinion  on  national,  polit- 
ical, or  religious  subjects,  under  the 
penalty,  if  a.  member,  of  severe  censure 
and  reprimand,  and  if  a  visiting  broth- 
er, of  not  again  being  permitted  to  visit 
this  Lodge  until  after  a  unanimous  vote 
of  the  Lodge  for  that  purpose.  On  the 
initiation  of  each  candidate,  and  on  the 
joining  of  each  brother,  the  Worshipful 
Master  shall  cause  this  article  to  be 
read,  so  that  no  brother  ever  after  shall 
plead  ignorance.
